CALLER: (Inaudible.) I know of one other neighbor that
lost their house -- two other neighbors that lost their house
in the -- and a bunch of cabins. | think there’s like 30
cabins gone.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah. | mean, it -- we -- you know,
it's -- it’s still -- the thing is still active. | mean, in
other -- it's weird because it's moved all around and -- and so
there’s -- there’s certain stations up in the forest that
they’re -- that they’re still on a defensive mode up there.
They just don’t know what's going to happen. You know, like
Chilao and --

CALLER: Sure.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: -- and all those --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: What's that?

CALLER: It's huge. | mean --

CALLER: Yeah, my horses are all here, there, and
everywhere, but one of them didn’t make it.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: And (inaudible) into the barn. And he’s
(inaudible) the Yahoo page yesterday with the barn burning
(inaudible) horses in front of it, that's (inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Huh.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: | --yeah, | don’'t -- | don't -- |
don’'t know. | didn’t -- yeah, | don’t have a TV at home so |
don’t watch TV much and --

CALLER: Yeah. It was on the Internet, | guess.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Huh.

CALLER: Yeah.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Wow. I'm sorry to hear that.

CALLER: Yeah, (inaudible). You know, (inaudible), well,
| had that guy’s card. Oh, no -- no, | don’t. Well, then I'll
go get my -- no, | guess | won't.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah. Well, what's so strange is is
that, you know, you -- you -- you -- you become so preventive
in the sense of other things that could possibly effect the

stability in that area. You know, like people coming in that

been pretty diligent on that. You know, and -- and it’s -- and
then it's something like this --

CALLER: Yeah.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Which is just so totally kind of out
of -- out of control.

CALLER: It happens. You know -- even know how it
started?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: No, | -- I'm not -- | don’t know. |
don’t know.

CALLER: (Inaudible.) (Inaudible) took off so fast.
Well, the point of origin was on the (inaudible), is that
right?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yes. North -- north of Angeles Crest
Ranger Station. So when they pick a name, they -- they don't
want to use a name that’'s been used in prior fires for that
year.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: So | guess the name that came up
because it was close to the station was “Station.”

CALLER: Station.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: So that’s how it got that name.

CALLER: The Angeles Crest Fire Station, huh?
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ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah. Well, yeah, but the -- the
station -- the Station Fire.

CALLER: Uh-huh.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: But --

CALLER: Isthat a U.S. Fire Service or an L.A. County
Fire Station? (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Oh, it's forest service, yeah.

CALLER: Uh-huh. So it was up in the forest where it
started, (inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah, it's about -- it's -- if you've
ever been up the Angeles Crest Highway -- yeah, it’s just past
the -- the second real big turnout at the bottom.

CALLER: Okay. I--yeah, | know exactly where that is.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah. There’s a -- couple residences
there and --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: -- and all that. Butit’s like --
it's not like the fire moves through and -- and, you know, and
-- and then you don’t have to worry anymore. | mean -- | mean
there’s -- they still don’t know. 1 think it's back up and
move around and | don’t know. Because now Mount Wilson’s being
threatened.

CALLER: | saw that. And I (inaudible) two guys tried to
protect their house in Big Tujunga and got in the hot tub and

just about got boiled. And they’re in the burn hospital. They
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couldn’t even -- you know, | went through the ‘75 fire, and
it -- you know, it came on this side of the mountain one way
and then it came on the side of the mountain the other way.
You know?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.

CALLER: It was -- and we made it. We made it okay. And
this time it was -- | mean, intense fire balls that was on both
sides of the canyon. And I'm telling you (inaudible) --

CALLER: -- (inaudible). Oh, between 100 feet, you know,
from the -- from the (inaudible) clear up probably 2,000, you
know.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.

CALLER: It was a line of fire with the flames shooting
200 feet in the air. It was roaring like about ten freight
trains. It was -- we rode it out in the delta, (inaudible).

By the time they -- they told us, “It's a half-mile from the
ranger station.” So we got out first load of people out.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.

CALLER: And they said (inaudible) got -- you know, we
thought, okay, we got another couple hours. So we were
(inaudible). We got like 12,000 extra gallons of water. We
couldn’t even (inaudible). We had to just get in the car and

drive to the delta and the fire, you know, (inaudible) ride the
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fire out.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.

CALLER: (Inaudible) but (inaudible) house burn from the
delta.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Oh, wow.

CALLER: Oh, yeah. (Inaudible) horses we just turned them
loose, some of them. Some of them we got out. Some of them
(inaudible) -- they wouldn’t -- they (inaudible) at the bottom
of the canyon and wouldn’t let them come in.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Huh.

CALLER: (Inaudible) it’s just all of a sudden things
flared up so fast. Everybody thought they had another six
hours. You know?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Right.

CALLER: Yeah. I (inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Wow.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: Guess I get a new life because | don't have an
old one left.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Well, you know, I've never been in
this situation, so | -- | can’t really say anything that'’s, you
know, kind of relative. | always -- | always like to have a --
what do you call it? -- a sort of a -- a parallel experience

where you can kind of measure it.
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Now, | have stuff that's bad that’s very different,

you know, which effected me in other ways and changed my life
around.

CALLER: Yeah.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: You know, and -- and -- and when that
happened, you know, | thought that, you know, | was wit’s end.
But it’s -- it's -- it's strange. | mean, | -- when | was --
in ‘85, I lost the use of my legs.

CALLER: Oh, my.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: And it was -- like it happened
overnight. It was a --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: --itwas a -- a rare virus.

CALLER: (Inaudible) attack your central nervous system.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Right. And -- and | just woke up a
paraplegic.

CALLER: Oh, I'm terribly sorry.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Well, no but -- there was a good side
to it. And that’s that | -- | regained -- you know, regained
the use to a point where now | use a cane, but | can walk.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: But -- but this happened 20 -- you
know, this happened in ‘85.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: So I've -- and that’'s what got me out
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of fire fighting, so then | wound up in dispatch.

CALLER: Uh-huh. At least (inaudible) good job.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: What?

CALLER: That was a plus for the forest’s sake, | have to
say.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: So -- but | was just saying, you
know, it was really bleak for a while.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: It's going to be real different. | don't --
(inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: But you -- you -- you'll interject --
people are very resilient and they -- and they interject
normalcy into their life, and pretty soon, that normalcy, you
know, takes on a -- a life of it's own.

CALLER: Yeah. Well, that’s right. Guess you got to keep
going. | mean, they wouldn't even let -- you know, my husband
was in a hospital bed in our living room and three guys had to
carry him out and they wouldn't let us take the oxygen
(inaudible) too flammable.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Oh, yeah

CALLER: Some guy from Montecito, California. And all of
a sudden, it was really unbelievable because all of a sudden he
got up and he said, “You know what” --

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.
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CALLER: --*“I'm going to walk out of here, because
they’re -- they’re not going to carry me. It's in my house and
| -- I (inaudible) leave, I'm going to walk out.” And he did.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Huh.
CALLER: He walked to the car and got init. Yes, he did.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.
CALLER: Yeah. And (inaudible), and he said, “I can do
it. | (inaudible).” | said (inaudible).
ANGELES OPERATIONS: But --
CALLER: This is not a survivable fire. I've been through
a few. This was not one of them.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.
CALLER: Yeah. When | saw everything that was coming --
it was -- the whole canyon was full of fire. The whole thing.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Well, | drove through just after that
little one earlier this year.
CALLER: Right.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: You know, | don’t know what it was,
three acres?
CALLER: Yeah.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: You know? And | was amazed that, you
know, everything was -- the hills were so steep there and along
the sides, and it was still smoldering and they had fire
fighters all over the area, but it was like, you know -- |

can’t imagine, you know, the -- the -- everything on fire. |
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mean, it would -- it would just --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Just be insane, you know.

CALLER: (Inaudible) when the fire passes over you with
all the smoke, it just -- it just gets totally black. And then
it -- you know -- so (inaudible). And, you know, | usually
don’t (inaudible). You know (inaudible) he screamed at me when
we were down at the delta, and he yelled all the way out the
canyon. | head him going.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Wow.

CALLER: | know he -- | know my (inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Huh.

CALLER: He (inaudible). He was -- he was (inaudible).
And | saw him go out. So | know he’s okay.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Wow.

CALLER: (Inaudible) -- isn’t that wonderful?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: Yeah. Butl don’t know how anybody else made it.
We had a bobcat (inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.

CALLER: (Inaudible) and a mountain lion that's been
hanging around and | just hope they got (inaudible), because
where were they going to go? Everywhere they ran it
(inaudible) follow them, you know?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah, yeah.
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CALLER: (Inaudible.) You know how far back on the
(inaudible) it is on the back side?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: What do you -- back --

CALLER: (Inaudible) Bear Divide, is it up in -- in Bear
Divide yet or --

ANGELES OPERATIONS: It --it's -- it -- we -- | haven't
heard of any particular -- no, not at Bear Divide, because --

CALLER: Condor Peak, did Condor Peak burn, do you know?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: No, I don’t know that. The -- the
only thing in that general area is North Fork.

CALLER: Right.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: You know, but we had -- we had law
enforcement officers up in the Bear Divide, Dillon Divide area
last night chasing out the public because they were --

CALLER: Oh, my God.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Oh, yeah, they were moving the
barriers and they wanted to drive up there to -- to --

CALLER: Take a good look.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah. Yeah. You know, so -- but,
see, the information is -- is -- is -- is real piecemeal. When
we -- all day our -- our job in here -- because we’re not --
we’re not -- unless new fires start, we’re not -- we’re not
fighting the -- the -- that fire. It's turned over to the fire
team.

And they’re -- and -- but we’re -- but -- but we're
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just a job tracking everybody running around out there because
the fire is concerned with the edge of it as it's spreading
into the urban areas. We have all sorts of facilities up in
the hills where forest service people live. And basically --
CALLER: (Inaudible.)
ANGELES OPERATIONS: We're not getting any real help from
the -- from the --
CALLER: (Inaudible.) We had nobody. We had nobody
because nobody was there to help us (inaudible) --
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.
CALLER: -- (inaudible) -- Montecito.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.
CALLER: And I didn't have one county fire. We didn’t

have any air support. They were all over on the La Canada

side.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.
CALLER: It was terrible.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.
CALLER: On -- up there at Bear Divide what happened?
ANGELES OPERATIONS: Well, just -- they're just get --
getting the public out of there and -- and I -- | kind of lost
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so much of the concentration of the actual organized fire
fighting is being done in the areas that are constantly
changing, the dynamics are changing.

So -- so we have people that are going up into the
woods during the -- during the daytime trying to take an
assessment on what we have and what we can protect, and so our
whole job in here a lot, during the day, if there’s no other
new fires, is just trying to keep track of where our people
are. You know, because -- because you just never know, you
know. And -- and, you know, there’s -- it's crazy. It's just
-- it's just totally crazy.

CALLER: (Inaudible) up at Mill Creek. How did they do
that? What happened?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: I don't really know much about it.
It's still -- | don’t really know, you know.

CALLER: (Inaudible) something happened and they -- maybe
they couldn’t (inaudible) from the smoke, because they said the
truck rolled down the mountain.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: You know, it -- very likely if -- if
that was -- if that was the -- occur up there. It -- I've
never up that area, but it's --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: It's mountain roads, you know, and,
you know, one side is a -- in an incline and one side a steep

incline and one side’s a steep decline.
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CALLER: Yeah.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: And it twists and turns. And if
you’re driving in the blind, | would imagine --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: You know --

CALLER: (Inaudible) said one guy was from San Bernardino.
And the other guy was (inaudible). (Inaudible) two guys that
were killed. It's just terrible.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: That is just terrible. And -- so it's not
(inaudible). 1 guess it’'s not working (inaudible) because I'm
sitting here and the (inaudible) still on (inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Well, you know, when we -- when they
had that stupid digital trans -- transference, our -- our
reception never -- never happened.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: I got the converter box and we were
never able to to get any stations.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: So | --we justdon'thave aTV. |
don’t -- you know, haven’t watched it for almost a month now, |
guess, or whatever it is.

CALLER: But they said that Mount Wilson was -- it was --
the fire was roaring up -- up to the observatory.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.
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CALLER: (Inaudible.) I don’'t know. It's pretty awful

big fire, isn't it? It's about -- they said it's about 40,000

acres by now, probably more.
ANGELES OPERATIONS: | think it's a little over 40,000.
CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: And that's -- and they -- and they --

and it's still changing. | -- there’s -- you know, everyone
has their own ideas how big it will get. | -- | mean it’s all
guess work.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: But | -- I've had -- I've heard
estimates as high as 106,000 by the time it's over.

CALLER: By the time it's over. Yeah. (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Well, and you know something, the
five percent, they had the five percent in the early stages.
And when the acreage increases, they still have the five
percent.

CALLER: Oh.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Itisn't -- there’s no percentage
(inaudible) containment.

CALLER: No.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: I'm telling you, the five percent is
silly. That'’s like -- that’s like, you know -- you know, it's
just -- it’s -- it's miniscule. It's like --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)
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ANGELES OPERATIONS: -- you know, it’s like the -- it's
like a lottery for -- for a thousand dollars, and -- and --
and -- and you win 20 bucks.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: | mean, what's (inaudible) five
percent.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

CALLER: (Inaudible) clear into Acton.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah, the 14 is open. | mean, that's
how | get to work everyday. And only parts of Acton have been
mandatory evacuations. But | don’t know anything about, you
know, what in Acton is lost, or -- or potentially lost. | --1
haven't -- we don't really have that -- that much.

CALLER: (Inaudible.)

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: Mill Creek is gone. Let's see, what other one is
gone. Mill Creek burned.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Mill Creek and -- and that’s --
that’s -- that’s only the -- the only official one that I'm --
that I'm really aware of. Lot of the other ones that was fire
in the vicinity before people got out of there. And so | don’t
-- no one’s been up there since then and -- and unless somebody
is flying over it to see it --

CALLER: (Inaudible.)
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ANGELES OPERATIONS: You know, they can’t tell and -- and
from what | know, they -- you know, they -- no one’s reported
anything because they can’t see. There’s too much smoke.

CALLER: But (inaudible) incident might be involved?

ANGELES OPERATIONS: North Fork, maybe.

CALLER: North Fork. North Fork. You know, | would
believe that because when we were down there in the valley, we
had to go out, you know, out, like, Plummer, out in the west
valley.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Uh-huh.

CALLER: Oh, my God. And it got into some of the
(inaudible) there. It was unbelievable. (Inaudible) the cloud
was just unbelievable. I'm so sorry | didn’'t have a camera but
I’'m sure plenty of people (inaudible).

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Oh, yeah. Oh, yeah which -- with
the -- yeah, camera phones and --

CALLER: Unbelievable.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: Unbelievable plume of smoke. | mean it was like
it was a thousand feet high. I'm not kidding you. It was like
an atomic bomb. It was huge.

ANGELES OPERATIONS: Yeah.

CALLER: I mean -- and it went for miles across,
(inaudible). Well, | just feel bad for my one horse and my --
